While the influence and success of a re-

_ day: bringing the principles of religion to 


bear upon all the institutions of society, 
yet, perhaps a place may be found in it, 
where an antiquated .book-worm may re- 
cord some of the results-of his grubbing. 
Even in a country where every body is so 
young, and every thing so fresh and new, it 
may be well, occasionally, to scatier a few 
grey hairs, and to exhibit a few of the genu- 
ive wrinkles of antiquity. — 

Among intelligent Christians too little is 
known of the vast treasures of theological 
and historical lore, stored up in the volum- 
inous writings of the early fathers. The 
ponderous tomes which contain their pro- 
ductions, bound im venerable hog skin re- 


main undisturbed wpon the dusty shelves of 


the library. Could they, be disintered from 
the grave of the dead languages in which 
they are buried, humble Christians need 
no longer be troubled at the charge of hold- 
ing a faith which, in reference to its origin, 
lacked the proper historical supports; and 
the mouths of half fledged sceptics, who 
make the charge, would be so effectually 
stopped, that they could neither “ peep nor 
nutter.” 
. Of course these writings, being uninspired, 
can have no authority upon disputed points 
of ductrine: but upon questions of fact with 
reference to the condition and working ot 
the early church they are of great value. 1 


would not suffer my grandfather to domi-

to Diognetus. The author of this epistle is 
unknewn, but from its antiquity, its subject 
matter, and its style, it must rank high 
among the many able apologies for the 
Christian faith, which were written by the 


early fathers. I translate the Epistle from 


an edition of the works of the Ancient 
Fathers edited by Gallandius, in tweive 
huge yolumes, folio, published under the 
patronage of the Venitian Republic. Or as 
runs the little page, “ Gallandii Bibliotheca 
Veterum Patrum, Venice, anno a partu Vir- 


ginis, 1765."’ The Epistle itself is written | 
in Greek, and dated as early as a.p. 120. It 


is divided into twelve chapters of which the 
following is a brief synopsis: .-

But that the reader may form a better 
idea of the style, as well as the opinions of 
our anonymous author, we propose to give 
a literal translation of two or three chap- 
ters.

Cuar. II.—Comeé then after you have di- 
vested yourself of all the thoughts that pre- 
occupy your mind; and have put away 
every habit that deceives you, as if it were 
some impediment; and have been made as 
if from the beginning a new man, since 
you are about to be the auditor of a new 
subject, (as you, yourself confess), examine 
not only with your eyes, but also with your 
judgment, of what substance and of what 
form are those whom you call and think to 
Is not one of them a stone like to 


‘that which is walked upon?! Is not another 
brass, in no respect better than those vases 


which are made for our use? Is not ano- 
ther wood, and even that rotten? Is not 
another silver, réquiring a human guard 
Is not another eaten by 
rust’ Another a shell, in no respect more 
beau iful than that which is put to the 
meanest services? Are not all these of a

not fabricated by the aid of the iron and the 
fire? Did not the sculptor of stone make 
one of them! the brass-worker another! 
the silversmith another! the potter another? 
Finally, was any of them changed into such 
a particular form until by the art of some 
one of these workmen, that form was im- 
Could not these vases, 
which now are of the same material, be 
made like them if they had the same 
makers! Are not these things which you 
adore capable ef being made vases again 
like the rest? are they not all deaf? are 
they not blind! are they not dead ? are they 
not devoid of evcry sense! are they not 
motionless? do not all decay! are they not 


these you adore ; and you are rendered alto- 
gether like them. Therefore, the Christians 
are an object of hatred to you, for they think 
that these are not gods. Have you not more 
that-is to be despised, who think now that 
these are gods? Ought not you, much more 
lthan they, to endure ridicule and abuse, 
while you venerate stones and shells want- 
ing a keeper; and shut up your silver and! 
gold by night lest it should be carried off 
by athief! But, in fact, you rather punish 
those to whom you think honor is to be ren- 
dered, if they are possessed of sense. But 
ifthey are devoid of sense, proving it, you 
worship them with blood and incense. Who 
of you would suffer these things; who would 
let these things be done to him! No one 
indecd, among you would willingly suffer 
such things, for he is possessed of reason 
and discretion. But the atone pérmits it, 
Wherefore you 
prove that they are senseless. And con- 
cerning this fact, that the Christians are not 
addicted to the servile worship of gods of 
this sort, I have many and other things I 
might say.

Cuar. V.—For the Christians, neither in 
respect to territory, nor dialect, nor the po- 
litical institutions of life, are distinct from 
lother men. For neither do they inhabit 


their own proper states, nor use & language 
which differs from the language of others 
Nor do they have any condition of life 
which is remarkable from anything in itself 
peculiar. Nor dothey maintain that any? 
thing invented by curious men has been 
learned by them. Neither do they stand up|) 
for any human dogma, as some do. But 
inhabitants, partly of Grecian, partly of Bar- up, 
barian states, just as each one’s chance 
happens, they conform to the established 
customs of their country in clothing and 
food, and in other things which pertain to 
life. They presentto our eyes & wonderful 
and doubtless incredible condition of self 
government. They inhabit their own pro- 
per country, but as if they were mere ten- 
ants. They have all things in common 
with others as citizens; and they endure 
all things as if they were foreigners. Every 
foreign region is their country, and every 


country is foreign to them. “They marry 
wives just like other men, and they pro- 
‘create childrep ; but they do net reject their 
offspring. They have a common table, but 
nota common bed. They are‘in the flesh, 
but do not live according to the-fiesh. They 
live upon the earth; but they have their 
kingdom in the aky. They obey the laws 
which are established; and ig their own 
style of life, they rise above the laws. 
They love everybody, and everybody per- 
secutes them. They are unknown, yet they 
are condemned: They suffer death, and 
they are made alive. They are poor, and 
enrich many. They want all things, and 
all things abound tothem.. They are dis- 
honored, and im the midst of their disgrace, 
they are rendered glorious. They are blas- 
phemed, and they are justified: They are 
defamed and they bless. They suffer in- 
jury, yet they act honorably. Doing good, 
they arc punished as evil doers. Being 
punished, they rejoice as being made alive. 
By the Jews they are warred against as fo- 
reigners, and by the Greeks thry are per- 
secuted, and their enemies are unable to 
assign any cayse for their hatred. 

Cuar. VI.—But that I may ambrace all 
things at once ; what the soul in in the body, 
this are the Christians in the world. The 
soul is distributed through all the members 
of the body ; and the Christiany through all 
the states of the world. The soul, indeed, 
resides in the body, but is not af the body; 
and the Christians live in the world, but 
they are not of the world. The soul invi- 
sible stands guard in a visible structure, 
and Christians are known while they remain 
in the world; but their divige cultus or 
manner of life js invisible. The flesh hates 
the spirit and wars against itj. having re- 
ceived no injury because it is: prohibited. 


received no injury hates the Christians be- 
cause they are opposed to their enjoyments. 
The mind loves the body that hates it, and 
also the members ; and the Chiristians love 
even their enemies. The soul, indeed, is 
shut up in the bady, but itself preserves the 
body: so Christians are detained in the 
world, as if in custody, but therpselves pre- 
serve the world. The soul imnjortal dwells 
in a mortal tabetnacle; and the Christians 
dwell as tenants amid corruptible things, 
expecting incorruption in Heaven. The 
soul, while it is badly affected by food and 
drink, yet receives advantage: froin them, 
and the Christians suffering. persecution 
daily increase the more. God wishes that 
they should hold such a distInguished rank, 
which it is not proper ‘that they should 
neglect.

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Mark of Il-Breeding. 


There is no better test of ill-breeding, 
than the tice of interrupting another in 
conversation by speaking, or commencing a 
remark before another has fully closed. "No 
well-bred person ever does it, nor continues 
conversation long with one who does. The 
latter often finds an interesting conversation 
abruptly waived, closed, or declined by the 
former, without suspecting the cause. A 
well-bred person will not even interrupt one 
who is in all respeets greatly inferior. If 
you wish to judge the good breeding of a 
person with whom you are but little ac- 
quainted, observe him or her, in this re- 
spect, and you will not be deceived. How- 
ever intelligent, fluent, or easy one may ap- 
pear, this practice proves the absence of 
true politeness. It is often amusing to see 
persons priding themselves on the gentility 
of their manners, and putting forth all their 
efforts to appear to advantage in many other 
— so readily betray all in this par- 
ticular. 


The following beautiful extract, ilustra- 
ting in a powerful manner the advantages 
of printing to mankind, is from an essay by 
Thomas Carlyle, in the British Review, 
published nearly twenty years ago, when 
the somewhat noted writer clothed his ideas 
in plain English, and his works could be 
read without an insight into the mysteries 
of Transcendentalism :— ~ 

“When Tamerlane had finished building 
his pyramid of seventy thousand human 
sculls, and was seen standing at the gate of 
Damascus, glittering in his steel, with his 
battle-axe on his shoulder, till his fierce 
hosts filed out to new victories and new 
carnage, the pale looker on might have 
fancied that nature was in her death throes; 
for havoc and despair had taken posses- 
sion of the earth—the sun of manhood 
seemed — in a sea of blood. Yet it 
might be on that very gala day of Tamer- 
lane, that a little boy was playing nine-pins 
in the streets of Mendiz, whose history was 
more important than that of twenty Tam- 
erlanes. The Khan, with his shaggy de- 
mons of the wilderness, “ passed away like 
a whirlwind,” to be forgotten for ever; and 
that German artizan has wrought a benefit 
which is yet immeasurably expanding itself, 
and will continue to expand itself through 
all countries, and all times. What are the 
expeditions, of the whole corporations of 
captains, from Walter, the Pennyless, to 
Napoleon Bonaparte, compared with those 
movable types of Faust? ‘Truly, it ts a 
mortifying thing, for your conqueror to re- 
flect how perishable is the metal with which 
he hammers with such violence; how the 
kind earth will soon shroud up his bloody 
footprints; and all that he achieved and 
skilfully piled together, will be but like his 
own canvass city of a camp—this evenin 
loud with life, to-morrow all struck iad 
—*a few pits and heaps of straw.” For 
here, as always, it continues true, that the 
pest force is the stillest ; that, as in the 
fable, the mild shining of the sun, shall 
silently accomplish what the fierce bluster- 
ing of the tempest in vain essayed. Above 
all, it isever to keep in mind that vot by 
material, but by moral power, the men and 
their actions governed.

-They will 
multiply indefinitely. But it need not be so. 
These practices might cease. Men are not 
mere creatures of circumstance—otherwise 


They are capable of nobler and better things 
than they do, even in the same circum- 
stances. They feel it. They confess it. 
We know it; for we see the proof. Some 
men stand fast and strong in their integrity» 
just where others fall. They were never 
thought in other years better or stronger 
men, more principled or stable than their 
neighbors; but here, living in the same 
houses, in the same employments, under the 
same external influences, they maintain their 
honor, their principles, their faith, their de 
votion, whilst the others live so as to jeop- 
ard, if not sacrifice their all. 

Whence the difference? Does it not arise 
from something inherent in the character— 
native-born, or divinely implanted? Does 
it not arise out of what men really are, rath- 
er than out of thcir circumstances? We 
must so beliéve. We can hold to nothing 
else. Men are truly and substantially in 
California what they wereat home. If Chris- 
tans there in conviction, in principle, by a 
radical and thorough change of heart, they 
are so here, and will be so, go where they 
may,change as their circumstances may. 
if any now find themselves by their own 
act out of the church, neglecting Christian 
ordinances, ceasing to pray, worldly, loving 
sin, doing iniquity, they may be pretty sure 
they are going totheir own place. They 
have broken only vows and pledges—they 
have fallen from nothing but professions. 
Before their heart was weak, it was corrupt, 
it was rotten. Their goodness was a_ shell, 
their picty a sham—themselves deceived. 
Now the truth appears. These base acts, and 
these debasing pursuits are the vouchers. 
They show what was truc, what is true. The 
men were not morally sound before. A 
change of circumstances has revealed them 
—it has notaltcred them. They are at heart 
not much worse than before. Let “ fallen” 
man think of it. Out of their own expe- 
rjence let them judge themsclves, 

But there is, after all, some instability in 
the practice of those whom we believe to be 
true christians. They are inconstant in du- 
ty—they act too much from mere impulse, 
feeling. They goby fits and starts. They 
are devout to-day and not so to-morrow. 
They undertake and abandon too many 
good schemes. They have not steadiness 
of interest, carriage, deportment, action, en- 
ergy and zeal, and sothey lack persever- 
ance—the parent of succes. Let all chris- 
tians remember how greatly their permanent 
influence and usefulness must depend on 
their stability.

Sacramento Correspondence. 

SacraMeEnTO, April 13, 1852. 
Mr. Evitor,—The past week has been one 
of dryness, warmth and beauty in the great 
valley. The rivers have shrunk into their 
proper places,and flow witha full, clear 
volume; and are no longer in anybody's 
way. For purposes of navigation nothing 
more could be desired in their condition. 
The water has disappeared from all but 
the lowest lands; the sloughs are fast dry- 
ing out; and traveling ceases to be trouble- 
some. A dozen lines of stages run swiftly 
in all directions. The roads into the eoun- 
try are alive with teams; and by night the 
draught-animals luxuriate amid the tall 
grass and flowers. On every side the herds 
and flocks are decidedly in clover. 


In town business has made a fair show. 
The farmers and miners are in in numbers. 
The throng is particularly large about the 
agricultural warehouses. Garden seeds, 
fruit trees, vines, and cuttings,and various 
kinds of tools find a ready sale. Our farm- 
ing population is decidedly an enterprising 
one, is rapidly increasing, and will soon 
change the whole aspect of the country. At 
times one feels almost vexed to find his old 
haunts invaded, and his rides and trails— 
where he formerly roamed free as air—cut 
off and interrupted by fields, fences, and 
ditches. But so it must be; and no doubt it 
is better thus, if not more pleasant. 


With the Legislature the end is nigh. The 
House is nearer through than the Senate.
